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In all the perſecutions which 
Danid ſuffered by Saul, in all 
his troubles by 46/aloz, he re- 
cciued not ſuck a wound; As a 
man, the ſtronger the Windc 
blowerh,holds his garmetrs the 
faſter about him, whereas the 
beating hcate of the Snunne, 
makes him to lay them aſide: 
ſo Dawidvnder temptation was 
the more feruentin prayer;the 
more he was troubled by men, 
the faſter did hee cleauc to the 
Lord his God: but now being 
freed from trouble and lining 
in proſperitic, what a great ad- 
vantage doth Sathan get ouer 
him? 

Sure it 1s, a man hath never 
morecauſe to feare,then when 
he findes his eſtate moſt quiet. 
It is a moſt dangerous thing to 

line 
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live without ſome crofle, or 
temptation, that may chaſe a 
man to God. As an idle man 
readily fals afleepe, and being 


| aſleepe, any Iewell he hath in 


his hand, doth caſily fall from 
him : ſo carnall 
caſts menin carelefle ſecuritic,
